be came as famous in our age as that of Cor- 
uaro was three centuries ago. In a curious 
INimphlet which he wrote, and which had 
a cosmopolitan circulation some ten years 
ago, Mr. Banting related his sufferings from 
obesity in terms as moving as those of “Fal- 
staff.” For years be had not tied his shoes 
and he was obliged to walk down stairs 
backward, lest the protuberant weight of 
us trunk should pitch him down head fore 
most. He adopted a regimen by which he 
gradually shrunk 
himself within such 
bounds that he became quite a nimble 
pedestrian. The fact that he lived through 
this process and died at the age of 85 may 
be taken to show that abstinence from 
farinaceous aid saccharine food worked as 
well in his case as living on an egg a day 
did io the case of Cornaro. But others who 
lave adopted his system have fared worse.

It i#|cc ruin that we are not bj soy rn et os 
producing nearly ss large crops I rom our 
•oil bs we could and should do. Our mcth* 
ode of cultivation are not sufilcicntlySliber* 
a1. We feed our soil in too u lgg&rdly a 
manner. We manure once in four or five 
years, Bod take four or five crops, and tho 
crops bear so exact ratio with our manur­ 
ing. Four or five load#, or twice as many 
toes |>er acre, is all we give^a field once in 
five years, lu return tor this we expect 
crop of wheat, two <4 grass, one of paatore, 
one of corn, another ut oats, land, perhaps, 
may give the corn crop a slight dressing id 
superphosphate or other fertilizer to help 
it out. but that is unusual. Consequently, 
we grow such crops as hardly pay tor the 
labor aud leave no rest for the land, and do 
Dot produce enough fodder, on the average 
from one hundred acres to keep morelthau 
ten to twenty head of stock, (hi the other 
hand, there are farms occasionally to be 
seen that carry twice or four times as mach 
Mock on the same area. These are owutd 
and worked by farmers who make use <4 
out or the other of the methods of fertiliz­ 
ing the soil that we have already referred 
to. Guano, superphosphate of lime, nitrate 
of soda, bone-dust, potash salts, or ashe#, 
ars purchased and used liberally on such 
crops aa will produce a veay large bulk ol 
foddtr and support afvery large stock of 
animals 
On these farms roots are alway a 
largely grown, and in adddition to the*-, 
corn, oats and peas, barley, and vetches, or 
other 
green 
crops 
arc 
produced 
each 
year. 
Fat 
citllc 
or 
sheep, or valuable breeding animals, or 
much cheese, bulter, or milk, along wiiu 
grain and fruit, are sold from such farm# 
each year at a largo profit. On many forma 
the owoers are now ti I ling ap spacious 
feeding sheds with sheep or steers, which 
consume the heavy crops of feed, suppk * 
Bleated with tons ol bran, mill stuff?, or 
corn, meal purchased outside. As yet we 
have not learned the value rn ti I* direc Jon 
of our own indigcnuous product#, the re­ 
fuse of our own fields and oil factories, 
linseed and cotton seed oil cake. These 
are at the same time the most valuable 
feeding substances that eau be procured 
and the richest fertilizer#. Kich in oil, 
they rapidly fatten animals moderately fed 
upon th#rn, aud rich also in phosphoric 
acid, potash, and nitrogen, they furnish the 
richest possible manure from the undigest­ 
ed portions which are ejected in the excre­ 
ments. Thus the farmer who uses cilio r 
these or the other foods mentioned—vrhich 
are only somewhat less valuable—mak< § 
two profits ; one on the feeding ot hi# 
stock aud one on the production of au ex­ 
ceedingly rich fertilizer. That is, of coarse. 
if the choice ot leedlng animals is judi­ 
ciously made and if tbs feeding is skilful­ 
ly and economically managed. And tnt# 
is precisely where the skillial or forehand­ 
ed farmer has a great advantage over ha* 
fess attle competitor. He knows how to 
take advance of an opportunity offered 
to him in procuring stock and feeding sub­ 
stances, and he possesses the means to pri­ 
ed re them.—Buffalo Commercial.

FARM NOTES. 
A man who lives a few miles (rom Aber­ 
deen, Mississippi, raised 1,000 bushels of 
sweet potatoes last year on four acres of 
land. 
Tennessee has twice 
wheat as she had last year 
Vicksburg has received thus far this 
son nearly 66,000 bales of cotton. 
The Texas well crop this year ll is 
thought will yield 2,000,000 pounds. 
A Nevada farmer gathered a pint of 
grasshopper eggs from a piece of land not 
two feet square, and says there arc acres of 
land just as thickly covered. 
The farmers of Western New York gen­ 
erally believe that a wet season is not the 
most favorable to the ravages of the Hes­ 
sian fly in wheat field. 
This is contrary 
to the generally received opinion in Mis ­ 
souri. 
An incisive farmer of Western New 
York—Mr. Bromley by name—dares to 
maintain that “phosphate applied to crops 
is like whisky to tho human system.” 
Trustworthy scientific experiments have 
proved the fact that an a;re of corn fodder, 
during the season ot growth, absorbs from 
the ground and exhales through the leaves 
7b6 tons of water. 
- 
The farmers of the Missouri valley, Mon­ 
tana, all agree that the grarshoppera are 
hatching out thicker than was ever known 
bel ore. 
As a matter of fact, many Michigan 
fruit-growers regard the recent frosts as 
something desirable—where it did not bite 
lo deep—for there was a fear that the trees 
would oyer«bear. However, in some places 
it struck vary deep. 
When flour is genuine, or of the best 
kind, U holds together rn a mass when 
squeezed by the hand, and shows the im­ 
pressions of the fingers, and even of the 
marks of the skin, much larger than when 
it ie bad or adulterated. 
Tho dough made 
with good flour is very gluey, ductile and 
elastic, easy to be kneaded, and may be 
flattened and drawn in every direction 
without breaking. 
A leading agriculturalists of Iowa has 
called public attention to tho enormous de­ 
struction of property by rats in that State. 
It will surprise most persons to learn that 
alter careful investigation he estimates the 
loss from this source at not lea* than f 1,- 
000,000 a year. lie recommends the pay­ 
ment of a bounty, by counties, per head 
for every rat killed, and that agricultural 
fairs offer premiums for their destruction. 
Bounties are paid for gophers, wolves, etc, 
but all combined do not destroy one-tenth 
as much as is destroyed by rata

My Experience with Hens. 
As for the Brahmas, I know they will 
uot lay #o large eggs as will the While Leg­ 
horn, for I have observed a great many 
eggs of both breeds. I will give my ex­ 
perience with White Leghorn, Black bpao- 
tsh, and Buff Cochins this spring. I pro- 
cur ed a trio of each breed, and put the 
Leghorns and Spanish into yards about 
twenty by thirty feet rn size, and my Butt 
Cochins had the run of the dooryard with 
my Leghorns. I put a balfbrced hen with 
the Spanish and a half brood Brahma, both 
ot which have laid only about hall the tine 
since they were shut up, which was about 
the 12th of March. Up to date the three 
yards or els Ut bens have laid SGU eggs, viz: 
1 Leghorns, 120; Spanish, 104; Cochins, 45, 
J Cochins still laying and id a fair way to sit 
all summer 
The Cochins are a year old, 
I while the Spanish and Leghorns are two 
I year old bena. As to keeping, the Buff 
I Cochins will eat three ttmes as much if 
, they can get it, as tho other breeds, all of 
which will quit when they have enough. 
The Cochins will leat all they eau hold,

Such activity aa is w itnesied in commerce at 
the present time is largely rn gram, live stock, 
and lumber* although the summer trade in sea­ 
sonable gooffs, Iud adiog straw hats, linen and 
other lignt dry good*, etc., is now in progress at 
the Jobbing bouses. Several large Jobbers report 
a belier mail-order trade than they hid antici­ 
pated, aud notwithstanding the frequent rains 
sad tho bad state of the '•country roads, lair ship­ 
ments of miscellaneous merchandise aud lumber 
.are daily made lo the interior of illinois aud ad­ 
jacent states. As compared with this time last 
year, the mercantile trade is undoubtedly b a sk ­ 
er, the increased sales being largely to the new­ 
ly southwestern sections of the union, which are 
also receiving from here liberal quantities cl 
lumber. Tho mintier supply at all i*>iul* beyond 
the MipHissippi river is steadily decreasing, and 
local dealers iu thai Maple commodity are quite 
jubilant over their past, present, aud prospective 
sales their only anxiety being inst the supply at 
points (rom wr.ich they receive lumber should 
prove inadequate. Of lute the dry pine supply 
no* been remarkably small, not only in this city, 
but al«o throughout Iii ic ti gait and W isconsin, 
and the receipts of green lumber by lake have 
been dec idea ly too small Lo meet the increased 
requirements. In consequence of the insufficient 
log supply, many of the mill* have not started 
up, and a hers are piling the lumber with the 
intention of drying A and shipplLg it here when 
price* r *0 considered a* suQiclenily high. Chi­ 
cago yard dealers have been buying a good deal 
of lumber direct from the m ills all the spring, 
and will probably continue to do so, as It Is al­ 
most lmposstb'e to buy any large amounts of 
choice lumber at tho exchange docks. The heavy 
rains have raised the waler in the eiieatns suffi­ 
ciently lo ll oat a good share of the logs to the 
mills, bat should all the logs afloat be secured 
there would still be a heavy deficiency, as im­ 
mense numbers have not reached the streams. 
Bummer logging may help matters somewhat, 
but it is very expensive, aud will not be generally 
adopted unless prices advance very much, and a 
large appreciation in values would bo certain to 
greatly lessen thcconsnmption of lumber. That 
the lumber supply will prove equal lo the demand 
some of the best-posted dealers assert is almost 
Certain, bat they argue that the amount to be 
asad Is going to be considerably lese than in 
UT 1. 
The recent decline in prices for cattle at the
